1. Claims 1-10, 13-22, 25-28, and 32-39 are allowed. 

2. The prior art of record, invention individually or in combination, fails to teach or suggest 

the limitaiton "reissue the query for contact data over the communication network after the

occurrence of the first event and a second event, wherein the first event is the expiration of a 
time period and the second event is a selection of the contact resolution object" as set forth in 
claim 1, and similarly in claims 15 and 32. 

3. Dependent claims 2-10, 13, 14, 16-22, 25-28, and 33-39 being further limiting to the 
independent claim 1,15, and 32, definite, and enabled by the specification are also allowed. 

4. The closest prior art, Pancha et al. in view of Goodhand et al. describes ah open 
architecture for mobile application such Microsoft Outlook. However, Pancha et al. in view of 
Goodhand et al. does not teach or suggest the limitations cited above as being free of any prior 
art when read in the claims as a whole.
